Douglas Delivers the Essential Protest 


ton should’ be general gratifieation 
in higher circles of the Nixon ad- 
ministration over the stalwart perform- 
ance of Tommy Douglas in the ABM 
debate. It is apparent 
from comment in 
Ottawa that the key 
role. of Mr. Douglas 
in the week's events 
is not well under- 
stood in this country. 
Some members ques- 
tion his logic; others 
dismiss the speech of 
Wednesday night as 
a normal, and there- 
fore not very import- 
ant, expression of habitual NDP attitudes

towards the United States, Time will 
doubtless shew, however, - that. ‘these 
criticisms are both superficial ~ and 
irrelevant. What the state department 


urgently needed in the situation was a 
Canadian Horatius at the bridge. The 
hour produced the man in Mr. Douglas. 


Although the president, as Mr. Sharp 
emphasized in the House of Commons, 
justified the long-debated ABM decision 
in military terms, it must obviously be 
related to the rapidly developing inter- 
national situation. The state department, 
aware of Soviet eagerness for a deal 
with the Nixon administration (prefer- 
ably at the expense of third parties) 
must naturally have been given much 
thought to its bargaining position. Of the 
various shelf projects available, the 
ABM system has the double merit of 
being defensive but at the same time 
expensive enoygh to carry a message of 
Republican resélution, 

"Nevertheless, there is an obvious 
problem for American diplomacy; the 
barrier of Russian scepticism. It is of 
very little use to announce a decisioy-of 
this character unless the background 
noises are of a tone and volume to give 
the message credibility. The country best 
qualified. to provide. these sound effects 
is Canada, since the unwanted exchanges 
would occur over our territory. 


Outraged Reaction. 


What was clearly required last week, 
to make an impact on Moscow was a 
suitably outraged reaction in Ottawa. 
While the problem, so stated, may 
appear relatively simple and not one to 
cause flurries of. anxious . telegrams 
betweetithe -state-department—and—the 
embassy on Wellington Street, appear- 
ances are notoriously deceptive. To 
appreciate the suspense which must have 
reigned in Washington, it is necessary to 
consider carefully the present cast of 
characters in our national capital. 

Mr. Trudeau, in his earlier and more 

impulsive years, was noted for the vigor 
of his comments on nuclear matters. As 
the responsible head of a government, 
* however, he is expected- nowadays to 
express himself in- the dehydrated prose 
perfected-over—deeades bythe depart- 
ment of external affairs. He has also 
taken the position, unusual in politics, 
that he would like to have the facts 
before delivering his judgment. Thus it 
may have appeared imovrobable to state 
devartment students that the prime 
minister would. feact with sufficient 
indignation to make the point in Moscow.

Because of world wheat surpluses the 
Financial Post of March 22, 1959, in a 
lead editorial states, “The Federal Task 
Force on Agriculture says to— make 
economic sense, wheat acreage in 
Canada must be cut — by a full third by 
1980.""

CAIRO — A boat which will 
carry Thor Heyerdahl, hero of 
the Kontiki. expedition, and a 
crew of six on the Atlantic 
journey from Morocco to 
“somewhere. in Central 
America.” is taking ‘shape out 
of papyrus reed in the 
Egyptian desert. 

Heyerdahl. has selected as 
his “shipyard” a spot many 
miles from the sea because of 
its ancient setting — south of 
the Mycerinus Pyramid, 
smallest of the three great 
pyramids of Gizeh, west of 
Cairo, 


As -boat-builders he has 
brought in three men of the 
Beduma people who live on 
the northern shores of Lake 
Tchad, because they are the 
greatest living. experts on 
constructing and sailing the 
reed boats. | 

Heyerdahl hopes, by follow- 
ing the prevailing winds 


across. the Atlantic, to reach 
tropical America and prove 
that transoceanic migration 
was possible as early as man 
was able to make reed boats. 

Not far from the Heyerdahl 
camp a boat was found in 1954 
at the foot of -the Cheops 
Pyramid. It is thought to have 
been buried in the necropolis 
so that the dead man might 
identify himself with Ra, the 
sun god who sailed the 
celestial sea in two. vessels. 

Heyerdahl's boat will be 
named Ra,-and the sun disc 
will be painted on its mast. It 
wil resemble in shape the 
ancient Egyptian solar barks, 
45 feet long, 15 feet wide, with 
a bi-pod square sail and a 
wickerwork cabin. 

The boat, expected to be 
ready by May 1, will be 
transported to Morocco where 
it will sail from Safi about 
two weeks later.

She’s not a blue-law enthusiast, nor even a member 
of a church women’s group. In fact she hasn't been 


inside a churéh in years, 


But she is vocal about noisy 
lawn mowers on Sunday, be- 
eause “We should be able to 
have one day in the week when 
everything is peaceful and 
quiet.’” 


She may not know it, but 
she has a friend whose career 
for more than 22 years has 
been to defend her peaceful, 
quiet Sunday. 

He’s. the Rev. A. S. Mc- 
Grath, general secretary of 
the Lord’s Day Alliance. 

“We can’t guarantee that 
society will continue to keep 
Sunday as a day of rest, but 
We can say that we are 
prepared to recommend it and 
give reasons for it. The 
Church does not-wish to speak 
dictatorially to the public or 
the legislatures, and even if it 
did, it doesn’t have the power. 
But the Alliance will continue 
to endeavor to persuade 
people — affirmatively not 
negatively — to support the 
observance of Sunday. 

“We want people to con- 
sider the issues and values at 
stake. We're also concerned 
that Sunday be kept as a day 
of worship,..but we can’t 
bludgeon people into worship.

They did not show any great 
damage to community, family

People who couldn't get to 
church on Saunday tended to 
participate in church activi- 
ties through the week.

Lismer Dies at 83 


MONTREAL (CP) — Arthur 
Lismer, 83, dean of Canadias 
art teachers and a foundifig 
member of Canadian. pajzfing’s 
Group of Seven, died spPravtal 
here Sunday. 

Dr. Lismer, bor’ ‘in Sheffield, 
England in 1885fhad become al- 
most a legenfary figure in his 
time and ogfly two years ago re- 
signed af principal of the School 
of Apt’and Design of the Mont- 
rea Museum of Fine Arts. 

Associated with. the museum 
since 1941, he joined it as educa- 
tional supervisor and it was 
from there that his enormous 
influence on the teaching of art 
to children radiated for more 
than a quarter of a century. 

Emigrating to Canada in 1911, 
the artist had occasion to work 
alongside painters Tom Thom- 
son and J,-E, H. MacDonald. 

All three worked for an en- 
graving firm as artists because 
in the days before the First 
World War Canada did not wel- 
come artists with open arms. 

However, the young Lismer 
went on to become one of 
Canada's war artists, centred 


on Halifax and painting mine 


Weepers and sea planes for the 
Canadian war memorials. Many 
of the works of this period by 
Lismer and other artists now 
are in the National Gallery. 

Simultaneously he was invited 
to take over as principal of the 
Nova Scotia—College—of— Art 
which was languishing without a 
single student. 

It took him three weeks to get 
one, but within two years he 
had built it into a thriving 
school. 

In 1919 he became one of the 
founders of the rebellious Group 
of Seven whose vital style and 
emphasis on Canadian scenes 
opened out Canattian painting. 

Some—of -Dr,—Lismer’s -most 
beautiful canvases were painted 
between 1921 and 1927. He 
loved, according to one biogra- 
pher, “those Godforsaken 
patches of land that lie here and 
there scattered throughout this 
gigantic country.” 

As educational supervisor of 
the Art Galleryof Toronto he 
had. founded. the Toronto 
Children’s Art Centre. In Mont- 
real, his children’s painting 
classes in the schools and at the 
museum were famous.

Fickle Weather

The joys are 
many and one includes line-dried clothes..A tumble dryer is 
great in the winter and there is something to be said for 
making a bed afresh with sheets that are still toasty warm, 
but clothes that have been dried in the open air often have a 
subtle fragrance that no dryer can give. Naturally one of the 
most important pieces of equipment a clothes-line can have is 
clothes-pins. Wooden coil-spring clothes-pegs are 98 cents a 
120-pin lot, but while these are all very well for the average 
pinning job, they can prove treacherous for delicate fabrics, 


Colored Clothes-Pegs 


Gladys found a solution to this problem in the form of.a 
new kind of clothes-pin. These are made of a rubber-type 
substance and come in beige, pink, yellow and blue. A 
package of 24 is 49 cents. These pins are weather-resistant 
and will not rust, mildew or splinter. They are in one piece 
and are made in a convoluted shape that gives a spring 
action without ‘actually having a spring. (I don’t quite 
understand how. this works, but I have seen many items that 
are made this way for just this reason so I accept it.) These 
pins, according to the manufacturer, are strong enough to 
handle heavy clothes as well as the delicate lingerie items 
they are ideal for.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Rough, Wild Place 
Was Early Toronto 


By BOB BOWMAN 

When Toronto became a 
city in 1834, its name having 
been changed from York, the

When Marshall was fatally 
stricken in 1908, without leaving 
a Will, his estate went to Hazel 
Koerner, whom he had adopted 
four years before. Mrs. Koerner 
later presented what she be-

Some players guar- 
antee to niake a follcw- 
“up —-bid“irrespective of 
what opener does at his 
second turn: 


We don't go this-far. | 
If opener rebids two of 
his suit we reserve the , 
. right to pass. If he bids , 
anything else, except 
game, wé promise to bid 
once more. : 
This makes it pos- 
sible for opener to -rebid 
in a new suit and be 
sure of response. It also 
makes it possible for 
opener to jump in a new 
suit with-a fragment bid * 
that agrees on partner's 
suit for the final trump.

F THE PROVINCIAL GOVERN- 
ment has indeed abandoned plans 
to extend the Rose-Blatishard arter- 
ial thoroughfare te connect. with the 
Douglas Street-Pat Bay~ Highway 
route then it has either misled suc- 
ceeding Victoria City councils or 
acted with unpardonable capricious- 
ness.. For: at least» nine years the 
city has been‘in toueh with the pro- 
vineial Highways Department in re- 
gard to this plan, and the talks and 
correspondence throughout by both 
parties have indicated that the ar- 
terial program was well understood. 
In a letter to the Mayfair interests 
in the spring of 1962, for instance, 
headed “Proposed Blanshard Street 
Extension,” the~deputy-minister—of 
highways acknowledged that the de- 
partment would “accept the right-of- 
way costs north of Tolmie Avenue.” 
And in the summer of that Yéar the 
department again gave recognition 
to the city’s intentions by acknowl- 
edging that costs of a drainage pro- 
ject for the Blanshard extension 
would be eligible for the provincial 
matching grant. There could be no 
ignorance on the provincial -govern- 
ment’s part that the city was pro- 
ceeding with the extension plan, and 
it was obvious that the new arterial 
thoroughfare must link up some- 
where at its north end with the Pat 
Bay Highway. As an arterial road it 
could not come to an abrupt stop at 
the ‘Tolmie Avenue cross-street. 

If the provincial. government 
planned all along not to make any 
such link-up, then it ‘should never 
have: permitted Victoria to spend, 
as Mayor Stephen puts it, “hundreds 


of. thousands of taxpayers’ money 
to'go nowhere.” On the other hand, 
if the government has only recently 
decided not to pursue the plan, then 
it has acted most irresponsibly to 
the people of this community. 

Where were Victoria’s Social Cre- 
dit MLAs during these years if the 
government was planning to reverse 
its Stand? Why were they not pro- 
tecting thé people whose representa- 
tives they were supposed to be? 

The necessity. ef constructing the 
Rose-Blanshard artery has been 
demonstrated continually during the 
past few years. Douglas Street is 
used to capacity at peak hours; 
Quadra Street already has as mueh 
traffie_as_it-can_readily handle-and 
cannot be widened excépt at great 
expense and. disruption of existing 
property; Cook Stréet is too far east 
to offer a convenient alternative. 

The obvious solution is the Rose- 
Blanshard éxtension, designed. -to 
relieve both Trans-Canada Highway 
and airport-ferry traffic as well as 
the traffic of the increasing number 
of residents ‘in the northern areas. 
By the government’s latest decision 
to improve a northern section of 
Douglas Street, and also to_permit an 
apartment building on the proposed 
route of the Rose-Blanshard artery, 
the latter thoroughfare will be -ren- 
dered relatively useless. -, 

The provincial government: has 
fumbled, delayed and evaded far too 
long on this whole matter. There is 
very little time left for it to explain 
matters to the public and try to sal- 
vage something from the confusion 
it has -caused.

The idea is notable because most 
highly tourist-conscious places are 
reluctant to raise any barriers 
against the inflow of visitors with 
funds to spend. There comes a point, 
however, according to the sentiment 
in Hawaii, at which the benefits of 
tourist trade should be measured 
against-the_load they _place_on_the 
domestic taxpayer, and some adjust- 
ment made in the latter’s favor. 


The movement in Hawaii should 
draw interest from all parts: of’ the 
world catering to tourists—Victoria 
included. When special facilities are 
required by the visitors, Hawaii sug- 
gests, then-those for whom.they are 
provided should pay for them. In the 
pursuit of the tourist dollar, that 
point of view deserves consideration, 
particularly where the division of the 
tourist-dollar gives a greater share 
to some elements in the community 
than others.

The Soviet game seems founded on 
the assumption’ that the Congress party 
will disintegrate and, during the next 
decade; the party will split into right and 
left factions.
